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Four -Way Operation to Save Sick Heart 
From Attacks Used by Canadian Surgeon 


Grafting of Skin Called 
Most Important Advance 
In Treatment of Burns 

Skin grafting, a combined American-Eng- 
lish development, was called “the most impor- 
tant step so far in the advancement of burn 
treatment” by an international authority. 

He is Tord Skoog, Uppsala, Sweden, who 
presented the Scudder Oration on Trauma in 
War Memorial Auditorium Tuesday. 

“We are forever indebted to some of the 
greatest men in reconstructive surgery for pio- 
neering and teaching this principle,” he said. 
“I am referring to Vilray Blair and Barrett 
Brown from this country, to Sir Harold Gillies 
and Sir Archibald Mclndoe from England.” 

(Vilray Papin Blair, Sr., St. Louis, was 
A.C.S. Founder who died in 1955. James Bar- 
rett Brown, also of St. Louis, is a former A.C.S. 
vice president, 1959-60. Sir Harold and Sir 
Archibald, both deceased, were Honorary 
F. A.C.S.) 

“Like no other injury, the burn represents 
a graded trauma affecting a single organ of 
the body, an organ serving many functions 
essential to life. The systemic effects in severe

To a Canadian surgeon, coronary heart dis- 
ease is a diffuse and dangerous affliction that 
requires total action. 

“We don’t wait for the heart muscle to die,” 
he said. “It’s fundamental.” 

Its treatment has to be more than the un- 
plugging of one of these arteries of the heart 
at a time. What has to be accomplished, says 
Arthur Vineberg, Montreal, is “total revascu- 
larization of the heart.” 

The question has been: how do you provide 
a new blood supply to a heart, the blood vessels 
of which are choked by internal accumulations 
or “rust?”

Mark Hopkins Hotel, the tall and distinguished 
surgeon explained. 

The problem, he stated, is certainly not new 
and his approach to its solution goes back to 
1945. He began to think then that one way 
to get more blood to the starved heart is to di- 
vert to it a main artery that is nearby, and can 
be spared. 

Often the left ventricle, the powerful lower 
chamber of the heart that drives blood to the 
whole body, is starved. So he decided to try 
diverting the left mammary artery. “This is 
the artery that feeds us when we are babies,” 
he said, since it provides nutrients to the lactat- 
ing breast of new mothers. So, why not use 
this rich source of blood to feed the starved 
hearts of middle-aged men? 

Dr. Vineberg’s group at Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital tried it in dogs and it worked. Five years 
later, in 1950, he tried it in men and it worked. 
In fact, he explained, it “has proved to be 
a basic operation for relief of myocardial 
ischemia.” 

Then he found that a starved heart needs 
more than a nearby artery. It also needs new 
pathways of its own to carry the blood around 
the muscle that needs it. So he began stripping 
away the thin “skin” of the heart in the valleys 
between the ridges of coronary arteries. The 
purpose of this epicardiectomy was to stimulate 
the development of tiny collateral blood vessels 
through which blood could seep to feed the 
left ventricle. 

This worked, but not as well as he would 
have liked. So, Dr. Vineberg moved on to step 
three. This is the cutting away of areas of the 
omentum and transplanting these patches onto 
the raw areas of the heart created by the 
epicardiectomy. 

Dr. Vineberg explained more about the 
omentum at a press conference which he at- 
tended before lecturing his postgraduate class. 
“This is the most primitive tissue in the body,” 
he explained. “It forms a curtain of blood 
vessels, lymph ducts, and fat over the intestines 
and serves as the policeman of the abdominal 
cavity.” 

Dr. Vineberg takes his patches of omentum 
through a small incision he makes in the pa- 
tient’s diaphragm. Then he applies them to the 
stripped heart. The omental tissue immediately 
starts growing on the heart’s surface and sends 
its tiny blood vessels into the coronary arteries 
and into the transplanted mammary artery. In

National Safety 
President Talks 

The top safety man in the United States will 
give the Martin Memorial Lecture this after- 
noon at 3:15 in the Main Arena at the Civic 
Auditorium. 

He is Howard Pyle, president of the Na- 
tional Safety Council and former governor of 
Arizona. A gifted speaker, Gov. Pyle’s subject 
will be “Safety-Preventive Medicine.” 

Gov. Pyle has headed the N.S.C. since 1959, 
following a 34-year career in public service 
and communications. 

Twenty-five of those years were spent as a 
radio correspondent and broadcasting execu- 
tive in Phoenix, Ariz. During these years he 
covered the Pacific combat zones of World War 
II, including the Japanese surrender aboard 
the battleship Missouri. He also covered the 
World Security Conference in San Francisco. 

This afternoon’s lecturer was elected gover- 
nor of Arizona in 1951, and was re-elected to 
a second term in 1953. He was twice chairman 
of the Western Governors Conference. 

In 1955 Gov. Pyle was named deputy as- 
sistant to the President of the United States 
for Federal-State Relations, the first to have 
this responsibility. Among his White House 
duties was working with the President’s Com- 
mittee for Traffic Safety. This, coupled with 
his previous gubernatorial interest in safety, 
gave him great understanding of and concern 
for the nation’s accident prevention problems. 

The lectureship was established in 1946 in 
honor of Franklin H. Martin, Chicago. 


Nauseated Mexican Boy

A 15-year-old Mexican boy who has suffered 
all his life from episodes of nausea, vomiting 
and abdominal pain will be Walter B. Gais- 
ford’s patient on television at 10 a.m. in Polk 
Hall. (This is a change in programming.) 
X-ray shows the boy has malrotation. 

At 2:00 p.m., a 70-year-old woman who for 
2 or 3 years has had trouble swallowing will be 
James B. D. Mark’s patient on the second 
Thursday telecast beamed from Palo Alto-Stan- 
ford Hospital. About 12 years ago her gallblad- 
der was removed. Sixteen months ago she un- 
derwent an operation for stones in the com- 
mon duct. 

Long use of nasogastric tube was occasioned 
by the second of the woman’s operations. Dys- 
phagia and substernal burning have been 
worse since use of the tube. 

Dr. Mark’s patient has x-ray evidence of 
hiatal hernia and a narrowed esophagus. 

Philip Rowland Allison, Oxford, Eng., a 
panelist at the afternoon surgery, has, perhaps 
more than anyone else, contributed to the suc- 
cessful treatment of hiatal hernia, states Harris 
B. Shumacker, Jr., A.C.S. TV chairman. The

Science Writers 
Told: Use Skill 
Responsibly 

“Better no story at all than one which bores 
the reader or frustrates him.” 

“The reader has to know why it’s important 
and what it means to him.” 

These were remarks made Wednesday by 
two San Francisco newspaper editors to a 
luncheon sponsored by the National Associa- 
tion of Science Writers. Present were most of 
the reporters covering this Congress for public 
media of communication. 

The first speaker, Thomas Eastham, execu- 
tive editor of the San Francisco Examiner , 
made the first remark above. He also said that 
science writers are being selected by news- 
papers with greater care than ever before, 
mainly because science has become important 
news. 

“Most papers,” said Mr. Eastham, “are 
printing gobs of science news — sometimes 
even more than is warranted.” In fact, he said, 
“considering how backward newspapers are in 
other things, I think we’re doing very well in 
science writing.” 

He said science is no longer the rarified field 
of a specialized few. On the other hand, science 
news should not be written for only those 
readers who are interested in science and engi- 
neering. “Despite what writers think, most 
editors are not stupid,” said Mr. Eastham. 
“They don’t reject stories because they don’t 
like them, but because they feel they are not 
of interest to the public, are too windy, or too 
hard to explain.” 

His opposite, who made the second comment 
at the beginning of this article, Gordon Pates, 
Managing Editor of the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, was second speaker at the luncheon. 

He told the writers, “I see you people oc- 
cupying the function of translating the world 
of science to me and the world I represent as 
a layman.” 

“I don’t know what you’re saying unless you 
explain it to me in your writings,” he said. 
The science writer’s output, he added, can pro- 
vide him some comfort in this bewildering 
world of proliferating and threatening scien- 
tific marvels. 

He said science writers must team up with 
their editors to evaluate science stories which 
are presented to them by public relations out- 
lets, wire news services, etc. He cited three 
specific instances in which his newspaper’s 
science writer, David A. Perlman, tracked 
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Anti-lymphocyte serum prepared from 
horses is useful in prolonging the life of kidney 
transplants in dogs, a group of investigators 
from the University of Colorado Medical 
School and the Denver Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital said here Wednesday. 

The treatment reduced the proportion in the 
blood of lymphocytes, white blood cells, which 
are involved in the rejection phenomenon. The 
serum contains antibodies to dog lymphocytes. 

The report was presented by Ralph T. Hunt- 
ley, Paul D. Taylor, Yoji Iwasaki, Thomas L. 
Marchioro, H. Jeejeebhoy, Ken A. Porter, and 
Thomas E. Starzl. 

A group from Harvard Medical School and 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Boston, also 
found prolonged survival of kidney grafts in 
dogs treated with the serum. 

Presenting their report were William M. 
Abbott, H. Biemann Otherson, Anthony P. 
Monaco, Richard Lee Simmons, Mary L.

down sources of wire stories and found them 
to be deficient. 

One involved the first moon probe attempt, 
which simple calculations proved could not 
possibly make a lunar collision. The Chronicle 
pointed this out well in advance of the govern- 
ment’s announcement that the rocket would 
not hit as had been initially’ announced. 

The second instance was a wire service re- 
port out of Moscow proclaiming the discovery 
of a new planet by a Russian astronomer. 
Either this was a major story or a phony, said 
Mr. Pates. “It surely wasn’t worth just seven 
paragraphs.” Mr. Perlman queried all the way 
to Moscow, and finally, to the astronomer at 
his observatory; his answer was that he had 
discovered no such thing. 

In the third example, Mr. Pates and Mr. 
Perlman played down a surgical story “al- 
ready covered too heavily.” 

Summing up, Mr. Pates said, “we don’t want 
to practice medicine without a license. We 
have to report with clarity and interest — only 
next to responsibility.” 


Several new techniques for depressing the 
rejection phenomenon and prolonging the 
function of transplanted tissue were presented 
Wednesday. 

A group from the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia reported that when the blood is shunted 
through a source of radioactive strontium, the 
irradiation produced a drop in lymphocytes, 
the key element in the resistance to tissue. 

James S. Wolf said the dogs were fitted with 
a plaster shoulder cast which enabled them to 
move around while their blood flowed through 
the strontium shunt for as long as two weeks. 

In application to patients, Dr. Wolf said, 
the most striking response occurred in a pa- 
tient who was rejecting his graft and the proc- 
ess could not be reversed by the usual means. 
Within 36 hours after initiation of blood irra- 
diation, the rejection process was turned 
around. 

Associated in the study were H. M. Lee, 
Fearghus T. O’Foghludha, and David M. 
Hume. 

Robert Hoehn and Richard L. Simmons of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, Co- 
lumbia University, found that when immuno- 
suppressive drugs are combined with anti- 
lymphocyte serum, results are improved. 

Bernard S. Linn and Frank Gollan of the 
Veterans Administration Hospital, Coral Ga- 
bles, Fla., and the University of Miami, said 
safer immunosuppression was obtained in 
dogs through use of a non-toxic drug, epsilon- 
aminocaproic-acid (EACA) and the steroid, 
prednisolone. 

Use of a radioactive material to attack the 
lymphocyte prolonged the survival time of 
transplanted kidneys in animals, two research- 
ers from the University of California Medical 
Center at Los Angeles reported Wednesday. 

The substance, radioactive Chlormerodrin 
HG-203, was given intravenously to dogs fol- 
lowing renal transplantation. Since Chlormero- 
drin concentrates mainly in the kidney tubule, 
it is believed to exert an ionizing effect similar 
to external radiation which has been used in 
the past to suppress the rejection phenomenon. 

The approach represents the latest of numer- 
ous attempts that have been made to attack the 
lymphocyte, or the immunocyte, as it has re- 
cently been called. Antimetabolites such as 
Imuran, corticosteroids and anti-lymphocytic 
sera have been used. Rats depleted of lympho- 
cytes by thoracic duct drainage will accept, al- 
most permanently, skin grafts from inbred rats 
of the same colony. 

“However, ionizing radiation has probably 
the most direct and potent effect on the lymph- 
ocyte,” the authors, Donald F. Williams and 
Arthur E. Schapiro point out. “Total and sub- 
total body radiation produces a profound 
lymphopenia (decrease in lymphocytes) . How- 
ever, there are severe untoward systemic ef- 
fects.”

Anti-Lymph Serum Helps 
T ransplant of Kidney

Several investigators have shown that local 
radiation to the kidney will prolong functional 
survival without producing any loss in ability 
to counteract infection. One investigator has 
shown that yttrium-90, a high energy radioiso- 
tope, could produce lymphopenia when im- 
planted in the artery. 

With this background, the authors decided 
to use Chlormerodrin on 18 animals. Patholo- 
gical examination of the kidneys revealed less 
lymphocyte concentration in these animals 
than in the controls. 

A leukocyte typing method has been used to 
select compatible donors for skin and kidney 
transplantation. White cells from 12 members 
of three families were typed. Skin grafts were 
exchanged between “compatible” and “incom- 
patible” individuals. Kidneys were trans- 
planted from four compatible sibling donors. 

Second Experiment 

In a second experiment. 30 healthy unre- 
lated students were typed by white blood cells 
and arranged according to the overall number 
of compatibilities. From these, 16 were selected 
for skin grafting exchange. 

B. G. Hattler of Duke University said in all 
four kidney transplants, the results have been 
excellent as determined by the patient’s return 
to work and continuing good kidney function. 

Of the 27 skin grafts exchanged, excellent 
agreement between antigenic similarity and 
graft survival was obtained. Sixteen grats were 
between incompatible subjects and 11 between 
compatible. The 16 incompatible grafts were 
all rejected before any of the 11 compatible 
grafts were destroyed. In most compatible 
members, graft survivals up to 26 days were 
recorded. 

With grafts exchanged between unrelated 
individuals, there was no correlation of graft 
survival with overall number of compatibili- 
ties. 

Associated with Dr. Hattler in the study are 
P. Hutchin, C. M. Zmijewski, D. B. Amos, and 
Delford L. Stickel. 

A special formula for intravenous fluid ther- 
apy which allows for the maintenance of a 
“normal circulation blood volume” even dur- 
ing operations lasting four to six hours was 
outlined Wednesday by Antonio Boba, depart- 
ment of anesthesiology, Albany (N.Y.) Medi- 
cal College. 

The formula depends on an “artificial load- 
ing” of the extra-cellular fluid space in such a 
manner that the excess of fluid that is infused 
eventually spills back into the plasma space 
and a “normal blood volume” is thereby main- 
tained. 

It is maintained even during procedures 
leading to a loss of blood equal to 55% of the 
preoperative volume. 

The formula was employed in 34 patients 
with excellent results, Dr. Boba said. The oper- 
ations include 15 radical breast operations, 11

short, the free omental tissue sets up the col- 
lateral blood circulation needed to feed the 
heart muscle. 

Dr. Vineberg’s team has done this triple- 
phased operation in 120 patients. His results: 
“There has been 90% improvement in the 
series with objective evidence of reduction of 
heart size and of left ventricular failure.” 

But Dr. Vineberg was still not satisfied. 
What about the right side of the heart that 
also was being starved? He thought, perhaps 
naturally, of the right mammary artery. At 
first the implantation of it to the heart “seemed 
to be an impossible technical feat.” But to his 
surprise, “it has proved to be relatively easy 
in both dogs and in man.” 

In response to a reporter’s question, Dr. 
Vineberg explained that he was at first con- 
cerned that the front of the chest might then 
become starved for blood, with its two major 
arteries diverted. In fact, he said, this is what 
happened in his trials on dogs. But dogs’ chests 
are not as amply supplied with blood as are 
men’s. If both mammary arteries are taken 
away in man, other vessels in the area furnish 
an ample supply of blood. 

Now Dr. Vineberg has a total approach. In 
his four-way operation he strips the “skin” off 
the heart, diverts one, then the other, mam- 
mary artery to it, and then takes patches of

major pelvic procedures, five major orthopedic 
procedures and three others. Operating time 
varied from less than three hours to more than 
five hours. Measured hlood loss varied from 
200 milliliters to 1800 milliliters, which repre- 
sented 6 per cent to 58 per cent of the initial 
volume. Fluid therapy varied from 1000 milli- 
liters to 6,925 milliliters. 

As to the dimunition of red cells through 
blood loss, Dr. Boba pointed out it has been 
known for a long time that the concentration 
of red cells (or degree of anemia) varies from 
individual to individual. Further, it is known 
that forms of iron deficiencies anemias and 
in many forms of leukemias very marked de- 
grees of anemias may be tolerated and in fact 
may be compatible with an active life. 

Use of electrically-charged stainless steel 


omentum from the intestines and puts them on 
the heart. 

All of this, he explained, is done through the 
same opening on the left side of the chest 
through a space otherwise occupied by a rib. 

Asked if he considered this an heroic kind 
of operation, Dr. Vineberg replied, “No, it’s 
actually mundane, simply the application of 
old and well-tested procedures.” Still, the op- 
eration is a long one, lasting usually about four 
hours. How long it takes, he explained, de- 
pends on the condition of the patient. “If the 
blood is only trickling through the coronary 
arteries when we begin, we wait a half hour 
or so, until the blood builds up a bit, before 
we proceed to the next stage. 

Further, he pointed out, the entire procedure 
is done with the heart beating and without the 
help of a heart-lung machine. As he expresses 
it, “The patient walks in on his own arteries 
and walks out on his own arteries.” 

Thus far he has performed his four-way pro- 
cedure in eight patients, all this year. Six are 
pain-free after months, two were just operated 
on. The post-op hospitalization is “two weeks 
for Montreal resident patients, three weeks for 
patients who live elsewhere.” 

To Dr. Vineberg, surgery offers the best 
hope for the too-popular killer of middle-aged 
men in this country, coronary artery disease.

wire as sutures greatly increases the opening of 
small arteries that are joined together. 

John A. Dormandy and Robert H. Goetz of 
Albert Einstein College of Medicine, Bronx, 
said 100% patency was obtained with vessels 
of 2-3 mm. diameter. In vessels below 2 mm. 
in external diameter, where silk sutures caused 
a clot, negatively charged wire resulted in 40% 
patency. 

When the stainless steel monofilament wire 
itself was used without a charge, results fell be- 
tween those of the silk and those of charged 
wire. It could therefore appear, the authors 
said, that some of the improvement obtained 
with the charged wire is due to the wire itself, 
rather than the charge. 

They said important clinical applications of 
the technique lie in the field of coronary, cere- 
bral artery and transplantation surgery where 
the patency of small caliber vessels has vital

Grafting of Skin

cases are dramatic,” Dr. Skoog said. “These 
general aspects of the burn have for many 
years caught the interest of scientists and pro- 
moted clinical research in this field.” 

However, he decried what he called “too 
little emphasis” on “the principles and surgical 
techniques necessary for tissue repair in 
burns.” 

Fortunately, he said, “the skin demonstrates 
a regenerative capacity, which offers excep- 
tional possibilities for its recovery by graft- 
ing.” Today’s surgery “offers a variety of 
methods which allow us to reduce the very low 
figures of this formerly inevitable disability.” 
Dr. Skoog then skimmed off typical cases 
from his observations of 3,000 burns, almost 
a third of which were hospital cases. His main 
finding was that “full thickness burns need 
specialized surgical treatment. These figures 
also reflect the fact that with present methods

of treatment, deep burns require an average 
of at least three weeks preparation prior to 
grafting.” 

Then, he said, “Skin grafting should be ac- 
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complished as quickly as possible to reduce 
healing time, to prevent pain, and to minimize 
the dangers of infection and other complica- 
tions. 

“Like no other injury, the pain persists over 
a long period of time and affects the personal- 
ity of the patient. Children particularly become 
frightened and bewildered. 

“In this situation, sedatives are of no value 
and there is no relief until the wounds have 
been completely covered by skin grafts.”
